Inthe same paper is published another 


letter from Corea; which, after giving an , 


account of tho outbreak similar to that 
sent you, supplies tho following further 
information. The people to the number 
of 10,000 surrounded the Paloco, tliirsting 
for the blood of the Japanese who hud 
been called in by the traitor Hung Ying- 
chih. ‘The Corean Ministers, fearing the 
consoquences of an attack on tho Japanese 
Envoy, sent for the Chiness troops to 
protect him and the King, ‘The Chinese 
commander accordingly wrote to the Ja- 


4] paneso’ Envoy on tha morning of the 


6th Decomber to say he was: esming 
his to the Palaco. No 
answer being received by the evening, 


with forces 
and the mob becoming more infuriated, 
the Chinese procucded to the Palace, where 
some’ 40 men were killed by the Japanese 
fire and tho explosion of a mine. Tho 
Chinese troops then returned the fire and 
occupied the Palace. Next day Hung 
'Ying-chih waa executcd. His accowuplices 
fled, dressed as Jupancso, and escaped. The 
Japanese set fire to their Legation and re- 
treated to Ch’i-woo-p’a near Jench’van. 
Forty-three persons wero killod or wound- 
ed by them on their way through the 
streets to the West gate of Seoul. On the 
10th ‘December tho -Corean Government 
invited the Foreign Ambassadors and Herr 
Méllendorf to go to Jench’uanand-treat with 
the Japaneso Ministor. On tho 16th the 
King appointed Hsii. Isiang-yii, President 
of the Board of War, with Herr Millen- 
dorff as Assistant, and sent them to Japan. 
Next day the new Japanese Minister arrived 
at Jench'uan and came to Seoul with the 
Plonipotentiarica, Tho nogotiations aro still 
proceeding. The Japancse Minister argues 
that. his men did not fire before they were 
ordered to do so by the King, As to the 
events of the Gth December, the Corean 
Beard of Trade addressed a circular 
despatch to: the Forcign Ambassadors, stat- 
ing that the five rebels having raised a 
disturbance, the Japanese came to the 
King’s ossistance; that the people -being 
infuriated against the Japaneso Minister, 
Japanese fired first,” The Chinese com- 
roander wrote to the Japanese Minister to 
the samo offect ; but he declures he hat not 
opened the lotter when the fighting began.

The annual presentation of prizes to the 
pupils attending the Italian Convent took 
place thisafternoon. There were present :— 
His Excellency the Governor(Prasiding), ac- 
companied by his-Aide-de-Camp, Capt. Lowis, 
Bishop Raimondi, the Hon. J. M. Price, 
Captain Dempster, Mr J. J. Francis, Mr 
A. G. Romano (Consul General for Portu- 
gal and Brazil), Mr D. Noronha and ayoodly 
number. of the parents of the pupils 
and their friends. The room in which tho 
ccremony was performed was very grace- 
fully decorated with flags and wreaths and 
baskets of flowers. ‘The proveedings were 
commenced by the pupils singing an open- 


ing song. This was followod by a per- 


formance on the piano by two young ladies, 


arid then the meeting was addressed by ;— 
Bishop Raimondi, who said that as. this 
was the firat time that his Excellency had 
honoured the Convent by coming to 
distribute the. prizes, he, the Bishop, 
might ‘be allowed to say a few words 
concerning it. The building in which 
they were was started in 1860, just 
twenty-five years ago, during which 
time the building had been increased and 
enlarged no Jess than six times, till now 
they could aay, without fear of being contra- 
dicted, that this was the largest catablish- 
ment for the education of females in this 
Colony. 
had attained to the age of womanhood, all 
could be oducated here. When the Sisters 
started their work in 1860, they hud 20 girls 
under their care, and now there were 420 
in all, who were fed, clothed and educated 
by them, according to the condition of the 
pupil. But the good Sisters had not only 
golden hearts, with which to compassionate 
tho suffercrs; but theyhad also goldon minds, 
with which to teach and instructthem. They 
did not content themselves with attending 
to the wants of suffering humsnity, and 
educating the poorer classes; thay also 
atiorded there, to the highor class of females, 
a very good education. There was a school 
there which: was attended by 123 young 
Indies, and it was on account of this that 
thoy were thore now. Theschool was placed 
under Government inspaotion ; and, besides 
the'subjects prescribed under the grant-in- 
aid schome, they taught music, both vooal | 
and instromental, drawing, languages and 
other subjecta. As to the ulliciency of tho 


school it would suffice to sey that the result 1° 


of the last examination, which took placo 


ast month, could not have been: better. 


Out of 70 girls which were presented to bo 
examined, 70 passed ;, not one idiled, thus 
giving 100 percent. - Dr. Eitel,the worthy 
Inspector, was'ko much pleased with the.

BRANDING OF CHINESE COOLIES. 

The Straits Times of the 11th inst. ‘siya: 
—Kighty-three Javancso covlies (male aud 
female) engazed ut Sumarang by a Datch 
planter for Deli, arrived: this morning by 
the steamer Normauby. Whilst on the voy- 
ago to Singayoro they were branded on the 
arm by the planter with the letters V.D, 
A day or two afterwards, must of them had 
their arms swollen and felt much pain, and 
on their arrival here they reported the 
' matter to the Dutch Consul, who referred 
to the Marine authorities, as tho 
incident took place on the high seas and on 
board an English steamer. 

On the 15th the game paper contains the 
following :— With referenco to the branding 
of the covlies on board of the Normanby, 
which we referred tu yeaterday, we are’ in- 
formed that it was: doue without the 
knowledge of the. Captain of the steamer.

MADAGASCAR. 
2 (Mew York Tribune. ) 

Lieutenant Mason A. Shufeldt, United 
States Navy, sun of Admiral Shufeldt, 
reuchod this city recently on the steamer 
Alaska, and wentto Washington, bearing 
with him diplomatic correspondence to the 
Prosident, Secretary of State, and Secretury 
of the Navy, from Randovola IL!, Queen 
of Madagascar, ‘fheso are the: first 
autograph letters written by the Queen toa 
foreigner, and only once, previously, had 
any ruler of Madagascar written an auto- 
graph letter fo a foreigner. ‘Lhia lettor was

to Quéen Victoria, on 
correspondence ia acconipanied by a num-- 
ber of handsome presents, which in this 
country will rank high as curiosities. The 
letters aro enveloped in Madagascar silk 
and inclosed in o box of precious wood, 
locked with a silver key. . The correspond- 
ence. relates to a question of great import- 
ance to American industries, and as 
Lieutenant Shufoldt has had rare op- 
portunities to inform: himself upon all that 
Telutes to Madagascar, and has tho dis- 
tinction of being the only white man who 
has traversed the interior uf the island and 
lived to tell of it, » brief conversation held 
with him by a Tribune reporter developed 
much that will interest Tribune readers. 
Lieutenant Shufefdt was in Africa’ when 
France declared wur against the Hovas, and 
was cognizant. of the ill effect that such a 
war would have on American trade. 

He was deputed hy the Navy Depart- 
ment in November, 1882, to explore. Mad- 
agascar, His appointment, reached: him 
while he wasin Corea. He reached Singa- 
pore by steamer and thence tuok a sailboat 
to ‘Munritiua.
